PARTIALLY COOKED BODIES

Dr. Thornton and J E. Jones, a Medical
Student, Arrested But Are Released—
Were Preparing Skeletons For Scien-
tific Purposes.

PORTLAND, August 27.—Three hu
man bodies in a big vat was the grew-
some flnd made by William  Earl and
Vernn  Melntyre,  two  small  hoys,
while bathing i the Willumette River,
on the cast shore of Ross Island yester:
day afternoon. The lads were badly
frightened and reported their discovery
to Polive Captain Moore, Captain Moore
immedintely  dispatohod  Harbormasten
Speler and Detective John Price with
the two boys to the scene to make an
invostigntion. When they reached the
place where the boys said the bodies
were to be found, they beheld two hu.
may skully half submerged in the wvat,

The harbormaster and detective made
a careful survey of the camp and then
conducted a more minule inveatigation
of the vat ,in which they found parts of
three human skeletons, from which the
flesl hnd been partially cooked. It was
sven that the place was the rendezvons
ol medlen]l students, who were cooking
the flesh from the bodies for the purpose
of preserving the skeletons for scientific
purposes. As the flesh was cooked from
the bones, it and the water in which
the bodies wore cooked. were dumped
into the Willamette River.

Further investigation revealed the fact
that the plant belonged to J. E. Jones,
o medienl student, and Dr. 1, O, Thorn-
ton, ‘of the Good Smmaritun Hospital, and
that their headquarters while cleaning
shelotons was in & nearby househont,
Under a bed in the housebont was found
4 large box of human bones,

It was sl yesterdsy that the com-
misxion houses in the Wall Street idis-
triet were carrying probably $200,000,000
leas stocks for customers than was the
case & year ago. It was asserted that
five firms alone now were carrying for
enstomers 8100000000 less stocks than
tweolve months ago. Brokemge houses
are wold out as a general thing.

The executlve committee of the di-
rectors of the Erie Railroad Co. hell a
meeting yesterday, hut nothing was done
in regard to the dividends on the pre-
ferred stocks. It is expected that some
action will he taken at the fall mecting
of the board of directors next Wednes-
day.

FOUND AT MUSSEL ROCK

Mrs. Gibson, Wife of a Former
Member of Columbia’s Crew,
Makes Find,

LETTERS SHOW ABOVE SAND

SAN FRANCISCO August 27.—After
toasing for weeks over miles and miles
of waters the shattered name plate of
the ill-fated Columbia has been picked
8p on the ocean shore by the wife of an
old sailor who cruised in the wreckel
vessel when she was one of a proud
fleet on the Atlantic coast. Strange coin-
cidence that this board with its gilded
letters should fnally float ashore near
San Francisco whence the doomed ves-
se] went out fo ecarry scores of men,
women and children to watery graves.
Stranger still, that it should be recov-
ered by the helpmeet of one who knew
the old vessel in the long ago and that
it should find a resting place after ita
uncertain voyage in the home of one
who knew it when its lettering was
bright and when it was securély mailed
in its proper position on the pilot house.
It was Mrs, Al Gibson who recovered
the broken name plate of the Colum-
bia. Mr. and Mrs, Gibsor live at Edge-
mar opn the ocean shore mear Mussel
Rock.

The sea rolls to the beach of Edgemar
the floatsam and jetsam of many wrecks
and in ‘the home of Gibson are many
trophies of the Pacific, mute witnesses
to disasters that bave brought sorrow
to homes all over California. On last
Thursday as Mrs, Gibson was walking
along the shingle near her home, she
found a shattered board half buried in
the sand and led by some impulse, turn-
ed it oven It was painted black and
bore the gilded letters, M B I A, Mrs,
Gibson guessed at once that it came
from fhe Columbia and bore it home
knowing that it would interesl her hus-
band who was once of the Columbia's
erew when the vessel plied on the At-
luntic coast. ;
“Yes, I vemember the board well”
said Gilson to his wife when she showed
the board, “it is the nameplate of the
old boat, and comes from the side of
the pilot house. Brave Captain Doran
stood on the bridge beside this board as
his ship went down."

Gibson was a member of the erew of
the Columbia in 1885 when the steamen
wig on the Atlantic Coast. He left the
vessel after many voyages when she was
sent ayound the Horn to join the O. R.
& N. fleet in this port,

The Gibsons have other melancholy
souvenirs of the wrecked Columbia.
Life preservera bearing the name of the
wreoked vessel that must have floated
passengers before the waves claimed
them as vietims and tossed the empty
belta down the coast, copper cans of
hard tack anil many other articles that
came from the swamped lifeboats.

But they treasure most the nameplate
of the vessel that some curious fate
bore from the stormy Mendocina coast
and the wreck, to the calm beach at
Edgemar.
